“ That is v ery easily answered. There 
is one branch of electricity called static 
electricity. 
It is the kind that makes 
•parks when you rub a cat’s back the 
wrong way in the dark and is caused in 
many way, such as friction, condensa­ 
tion and ev aporation 
and especially 
those changes which arc going on in the 
atmosphere. The electricity accumulates 
according to certain laws, and the clouds 
often become heav ily charged with it. 
W ell, these clouds sometimes become 
ov ercharged, especially in hot weather, 
and the electricity tries to reach the 
earth. 
I told you one tim e that air is a 
bad conductor, so the intensity of the 
charge must become great enough to 
pierce the air. When this point is reach­ 
ed, the charge pierces the air in what 
w e call a streak of lightning. 
“ In doing this a long streak of v acu­ 
um, as we might call it, is produced in 
the air. 
“ Now , as the air rushes 
into the 
v acuum it makes a loud report, and if 
sound did not trav el so slow ly we should 
only hear a single report like a cannon, j 
but the space cov ered by a flash of 
lightning is probably a in !e or two long, 
i 
Here is a sketch : 


“ Suppose you stand ut A, w hile the 
lightning flash is from 11 to C. The dis­ 
tance from B to A is sm all compared 
with C t o A ; consequently the sound 
from B w ill reach yon iirst and from all 
the other points later, point C being 
heard from last. 
This is why you hear 
the long, rumbling sound, which the 
echo sometimes increases.” — Brooklyn 
Eagle.

If a majority 
vote for the constitution, it tli« *n 
Imj- 
comes the paramount law of the state. 
T he legislature does not mak e the con­ 
stitution; tlie constitution mak es the 
legislature. 
The American idea is that 
constitutions proceed from the people in 
the exercise of their natural right of self 
governrmmt and can only be amended 
or superseded by the people. 
Whatever 
one legislature or congress enacts the 
next one may repeal, but neither can re­ 
peal or infringe a constitutional provi­ 
sion. 
The delegates to the convention that 
framed the constitution of tho I nited 
States were not, however, chosen by a 
popular vote in the stat« -s, but by the 
legislatures. 
N or was the question 
the adopt ion of the constitution submif- 
t«*»l m the states to a direct popular 
vote. 
* * * Therti have been Id am end­ 
ments to tlie constitution adopted. 
Ten 
of tie'*« ' were pro|K)» ed to the legisla­ 
tures of the states by the First congress 
and rat ifi« *d. The other five amendments 
have in lik e manner been submitted by 
k ingress to the state legislatures for r a t­ 
ification, conventions m the states not 
having been used in aiiycas» *. It will he

It ought 
to be apparent that the caucus Is an 
additional safeguard against bad men 
slipping into office. 
Second, party responsibility will In 
sure selection of good candidate». T h e 
¡»arty nominating candidates must be 
responsible for the good behavior of 
those candidates when they are elected. 
With its national, stale and county 
interest- a party cannot afford to a*l 
vanre candidates who will bring crltl 
cism upon their sponsors 
It must be 
admitted that tfil» m atter of respon­ 
sibility for candidates is not always re 
garded, but the great ios-es to the 
party which is res ¡»on si bio for a weak 
or corrupt administration, enforce» the 
lesson and 'generally parties put for 
ward thoir best men. 
In business we 
exact an assurance of responsibility 
from those with whom we have rela 
tions; there should be the same re- 
t«p msihility in matters of government 
for fidelity to public trusts. 
T he only 
institution which can be responsibU 
for official acts is tho party which
